Th e bu reau of animai indu stry of 
th e Dep artment of Agricu ltu re, at 
Wash ington, believ es it will ev entu ­ 
ally be able to eradicate h og ch olera, a 
disease th at cau ses th e farmers of th e 
cou ntry a loss of sev eral million dol­ 
lars each y ear. 
Last 
October 
th è 
bu reau annou nced th at it was making 
a series of ex p eriments wh ich p romised 
resu lts of great v alu e. 
In anoth er 
statement ju st issu ed, it say s th e ex ­ 
p eriments are not y et comp lete, and 
th at th ey w ill be continu ed du ring th e 
coining su mmer 011 a large scale. 
Th e 
bu reau h op es by fall to be able to rec­ 
ommend a p lan for p ractical adop tion. 
Wh ile th e bu reau giv es ou t meager 
informationn abou t th e ex p eriments it 
is known th at it is now conv inced th at 
h ogs may be made immu ne from ch ol­ 
era by a certain treatment. 
In th e 
th e h ome troop , h ere left th e caru o; ^ 
annou ncement from th e bu reau , it 
‘4 it ap p ears th at 


h as been attenu ated or p artially neu 
tealized. ” Th e swine breeders of th e 
cou ntry are deep ly interested in th e 
ex p eriments. 
If it sh all tu rn ou t th at 
ch olera can be p rev ented by v accinat­ 
ing h ogs as men are v accinated for 
smallp ox , a new and p rofitabel field 
will be op ened for th e v eterinary su r­ 
geon.

been analy zed and fou nd to be abso­ 
lu tely p u re.

Sh angh ai, Ap ril 4 —An u nconfirmed 
rep ort say s th at a Jap anese army of 
105 ,000 men h as landed op p osite Taku 
Sh an, in sou th ern Manch u ria, and is 
march ing north and north west; th at 
anoth er army of 40,000 h as landed in 
north western Korea and is march ing 
toward th e Yalu riv er, and th at a th ird 
force h as disembarked in north eastern 
Korea and is march ing westward. 


London, Ap ril 4.—Rep orts of fu rth er 
skirmish ing between th e Ru ssians and 
Jap anese in th e Yalu riv er region are 
reach ing London, bu t no reliable de­ 
tails are giv en. 
A Seou l corresp on­ 
dent believ es th at th e defenses of Port 
Arth u r h av e been so weakened th at 
th e early cap tu re of th e p ort is to be 
ex p ected. 
Th ere is little dou bt, th e 
corresp ondent say s, th at only a nar­ 
row p assage is left, and th at at th e 
first fav orable op p ortu nity th e Jap a­ 
nese will block th e ch annel. Th e Hu s 
slans h av e taken many 12 -inch gu ns 
ou t of th eir sh ip s to arm th e old and 
new defences of Port Arth u r. 
Th e corresp ondent say s h e learns 
th at in th e first attack on Port Ar­ 
th u r th e greater p art of th e Jap anese 
torp edo boat flotilla mistakenly follow­ 
ed two Ru ssian torp edo boat destroy ­ 
ers wh ich crossed th eir p ath , and th u s 
failed to enter th e h arbor to comp lete 
th e destru ction of th e Ru ssian fleet. 
A corresp ondent at Yin Kow say s 
th at th e p osition th ere is daily becom­ 
ing stronger. A fortnigh t ago th e Jap 
anese cou ld h av e landed with comp ar­ 
ativ e ease, wh ile now th ey will ex p eri­ 
ence great difficu lty . 
Th e corresp on­ 
dent say s h e h as receiv ed tru stworth y 
information th at th e concentration of 
troop s along th e railway h as been so 
rap id th at it is now imp ossible for th e 
Jap anese to carry th e \ ar into Man­ 
ch u ria with any h op e of su ccess, and 
th at th e most th ey can do is to isolate 
Port Arth u r and p ossibly Vladiv ostok. 
Latest 
tru stworth y 
rep orts 
sh ow 
th at th e main Ru ssian concentration 
Is on th e line from Liao Yang to Hal 
Ch eng, sou th of Mu kden, and th at ar­ 
riv als from th e north and dep letions 
from th e Port Arth u r garrison are con­ 
centrated th ere at a conv enient p oint 
for disp Mch to th e Yalu . Th ere is also 
a mobile force In readiness to meet 
any oth er th reatened Jap anese ad 
v ance or landing. 
It is not easy to 
form a correct estimate of th e nav al 
eitu atlon.

from the gallows and one from long 
imprisonment in the pen. 
“I killed Patrick Barrett in his sa­ 
loon at 4216 W allace street last May,” 
said Niedermeier. 
“John Lynch and 
Jam es Sammons, who are under sen­ 
tence of death for the crime, and also 
Hugh Reilly, who has b een sentenced 
to the pen, are innocent. 
They had 
nothing to do with the raid.
